Gentlemen : 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 209 of 
the Session Laws of 1941, an audit and examination of 
the accounts of Strafford County have been made by the 
Division of Municipal Accounting of the State Tax 
Commission. The period covered included the _ fiscal 
year ended December 51, 1941, and the current year 
from January 1, 1942 to March 31, 1942. Submitted 
herewith is the report of this audit, including Schedules 
as herewith listed. 

SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Included in the audit and examination were the ac- 
counts and records of the County Commissioners, Coun- 
ty Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court and Superin- 
tendent of the County Farm. 

FINANCES 

In order to present a comprehensive picture of the 
financial condition of the County during the last ten 
vears and the changes which have occurred in this 
period, certain statements have been prepared and will 
be referred to in the comments which follow. 

Comparative Balance Sheets, 
1932 to 1941, Inclusive: (Schedule A) 
It will be noted that during this period the Net Debt 
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of the County increased from $63,820.38 in 1932, to 
$110,879.05 in 1936, and subsequently decreased to 
$19,109.80 in 1941. During the same ten year period 
the Bonded Debt decreased from $84,000 to $38,000. 
County Tax Apportionment, 
1933 to 1942, Inclusive: (Schedule B) S 

The apportionment of the County tax by towns and 
cities during the years from 1953 to 1942, inclusive, is 
shown in this Schedule. The highest County Tax was 
$232,112.50 in 1989. From this peak it has decreased 
each year, to the current (1942) tax of $216,892.96. 

In 1985 the County Tax was $85,000 as compared to 
£115,000 in the previous year. That this decrease in the 
County Tax in 1935 was unwarranted is borne out by 
the fact that outstanding temporary loans accumulated 
in 1935 and 1936 had to be refunded in 1937 by the issu- 
ance of long term notes. 

Receipts and Expenditures, 
1932 to 1941, Inclusive: (Schedule C) 

Summaries of receipts and expenditures, classified in 
accordance with the uniform classification of accounts, 
for the years 1932 to 1941, inclusive, are presented in 
Schedule C. | 

Bonded Debt and Annual Maturities: (Schedule D) 

The outstanding bonded debt of the County, as of 
December 31, 1941, amounted to $28,000. This repre- 
sented the balance of the original issue in 1933 of $84,000, 
on account of refunding outstanding indebtedness at 
that time. These bonds mature at the rate of $7,000 a 
vear until 1945, when the final payment on this issue be- 
comes due. 

Revenues, Appropriations and Expenditures, 1941: 

(Schedules H and [) 

Comparative statements of Appropriations and Ex- 
penditures and Estimated and Actual Revenues, ‘for the 
fiscal year ended December 381, 1941, are included in 
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these Schedules. A net unexpended balance of appro- 
priations of $14,729.23, and a net revenue surplus of 
$6,605.66, resulted in a net budget surplus for the year of 
$21,334.89, which is reflected in the decrease of Net Debt. 


ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND 
TREASURER 
(Schedules E, F and G) 

All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of 
the Superior Court during the fiscal year ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1941, and the period from January 1, to March 
31, 1942, were examined and compared with correspond- 
ing entries in. the Treasurer’s records. The classifica- 
tion of expenditures was noted. Payments made by the 
Commissioners were properly supported by vendors’ in- 
voices. | 

Totals of receipts and expenditures, as indicated by 
the Treasurer’s records, were verified. The Treasurer’s 
balance as of December 31, 1941, and March 31, 1942, 
was in agreement with the reconciled bank balance on 
each date. 





ACCOUNTS OF CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 

In order that the audits of County Accounts made by 
this Division might include the accounts of the Clerks 
of the Superior Court authorization of such procedure 
was requested of the Court. Permission was granted, 
under date of May 5, 1942, in a letter to the Tax Com- 
mission from Chief Justice Oscar L. Young, which reads 
in part as follows: 

“In connection with the county audits which by law 
your commission is required to make, you or your repre- 
sentatives are hereby given permission to examine the 
financial records of the clerk of court in any of the coun- 
ties of the state so far as they have to do with county 
funds.” 
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Accordingly the accounts and records of the Clerk of 
Court of Strafford County were examined for the period 
covered by the audit of other County accounts. In- 
voices, vouchers and payrolls, supporting Court orders 
issued by the Clerk, were examined and found to be ap- 
proved by a Superior Court Justice. 

The Sheriff submits detailed statements on account 
of salaries, fee and expenses for himself and his deputies 
(1) Investigations and (2) Court Attendance. 

In the first instance (Investigations) separate Court 
orders are issued to the Sheriff and each of the Deputies. 

‘In the second instance (Court Attendance) one Court 
order is issued to the Sheriff covering his own services 
and expenses as well as those of the deputies. Also in- 
cluded in this order are hotel bills and meals for Jurors, 
Chaplain’s services, ete. 

It is recommended that separate Court orders be is- 
sued to each deputy sheriff as is done in the case of In- 
vestigations. 

It is also recommended that receipts be obtained for 
hotel bills and meals for Jurors, ete., and that such re- 
ceipts be attached to the proper statements filed with 
the Clerk of Court. 

After the examination of the accounts of the several 
County Courts has been completed a uniform system of 
accounting procedure will be developed which will en- 
able each Clerk of Court to keep accounts and make re- 
ports on a comparable basis. 

WELFARE EXPENDITURES 
“Poor Off Farm” (Schedule J) 

Under this classification are included expenditures on 
account of direct relief, board and care of children and 
. aid to soldiers and their families. The net expenditure 
by the County (total expenditure less reimbursements) 
for “Poor Off Farm” during the fiscal year ended De- 
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eember 31, 1941 was $92,392.23, as compared to $122,- 
048.72: in the previous year. A material decrease in the 
number of recipients of these classes of relief took place 
during the year, with the exception of “board and care 
of children”, wherein a slight increase was noted. 

The average monthly expenditure for ‘Poor Off Farm” 
during 1941 was 47,699.55, and the average monthly 
cost per person, 410.02. 

“Old Age Assistance’ (Schedule K) 

The number of County old age assistance cases has 
increased from 58 in January 1939, to 106 in December, 
1941. The cost of old age assistance to the County in 
these two monthly periods was $340.11 and $612.21, re- 
spectively. Total cost of old age assistance to the 
County amounted to $5,044.59 in 1939; 6,525.65 in 
1940; and $7,894.73, in 1941. 

The increase in the number of old age assistance cases 
is due to the lowering of the age limit for those eligible 
for this type of aid. 


COUNTY FARM ACCOUNTS 

The Superintendent remits all income which he re- 
ceives from the Cotnty Farm directly to the County 
Treasurer. All bills rendered against the Farm, after 
examination, are approved by the Superintendent and 
sent to the Commissioners for payment. 

The record of fines and costs collected and subsequent- 
ly paid to various Municipal, Courts was examined. A 
summary of this account for the fiscal year ended De- 
cember 31, 1941, and the period from January 1, 1942, 
to April 15, 1942, appears in Schedule L. 

There are certain changes in the County Farm ac- 
counting procedure which we believe will improve pres- 
ent practises. We therefore make the following recom- 
mendations: 
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1. Superintendent should use serially numbered, tri- 
plicate receipt forms, the original to be issued to the re- 
mitter when money is received from any source whatso- 
ever. The duplicate receipt should be sent to the Coun- 
ty Commissioners’ office and the triplicate retained by the 
Superintendent. 

2. In every case the original bill or invoice should be 
sent to the Commissioners, after approval, for payment, 
rather than a statement or partially itemized bill with 
a balance brought forward indicated thereon. The 
practise of issuing checks only when itemized bills are 
presented for payment should be extended to include all 
County bills in addition to those of the County Farm. 

GENERAL COMMENTS 
Balance Sheet 

The fiscal year of all Counties is from January 1st to 
December 31st, and, inasmuch as the Counties operate 
on a cash rather than an accrual basis, the annual bud- 
eet is made to cover expenditures during the fiscal peri- 
od. The usual procedure is to pay bills in the month 
following that in which’ they are incurred. Consequent- 
ly expenditures during the fiscal year, January 1st to 
December 31st, are made on account of bills contracted 
from December Ist to November 30th. It follows there- 
fore that bills contracted in December are paid during 
the first month of the next fiscal year and are charged 
against the next year’s appropriations. For this rea- 
son such accounts should not be included as “Accounts 
Payable” in the Balance Sheet as of December 31st. 
However, bills contracted prior to December Ist, pay- 
inent of which should have been made in December but 
is actually delayed until the next fiscal year, should be 
reported as ‘‘Accounts Payable”. 

Unexpended balances of appropriations made _ for 
specific purposes, such as new construction or the pur- 
chase of equipment, do not lapse at the end of the year 
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provided that the particular project for which the appro- 
priations was made is not completed at that time. It is 
proper to include such balances in “Accounts Payable” 
at the close of the fiscal year. 

Competitive Bidding 

Chapter 108 of the Session Laws of 1941 provides that 
“Any purchase of equipment or materials made by a 
county in an amount exceeding fifty dollars shall be by 
competitive bidding, provided that the county commis- 
sioners by unanimous vote may waive the provisions 
for such bidding.” 

In order that the interpretation of this law might be 
clarified the following question was asked the Attorney- 
General: 

“In your opinion does this act apply in cases where 
orders are made up of different articles, the _ total 
amount of which exceeds fifty dollars? This might ap- 
ply to groceries, provisions, clothing or grain for the 
County Farm, medical supplies for the Hospital or any 
other merchandise purchased by the County.” 

‘The Attorney-General has ruled as follows: 

“Your second inquiry is whether or not Laws 1941 ¢. 
108 requiring competitive bidding in purchases made by 
County Commissioners applies to groceries, provisions, 
clothing, grain, medical supplies and other merchandise 
purchased by the County. The law, Public Laws ec. 
38 s. Ta (Laws 1941 ¢. 108) requires competitive bidding 
for “any purchase of equipment or materials.” The 
quoted phrase has no technical meaning and is to be in- 
terpreted broadly to effectuate its purpose. A narrow 
construction of the quoted phrase “equipment or materi- 
als” would be contrary to the legislative intention and 
would emasculate the purpose of the statute. The act 
is intended to apply to any purchase including these 
purchases mentioned in your inquiry. Nor can the dic- 
tate of the statute be avoided by consciously and delib- 
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erately making consecutive purchases of less than fifty 
dollars in order to avoid competitive bidding. The 
fifty dollar limitation was intended to take care of pur- 
chases which were made occasionally and was not in- 
tended to be a device by which the purpose of the act 
could be frustrated. The statute does not define com- 
petitive bidding but it has been interpreted generally to 
mean a bona fide attempt to obtain offers or bids from 
several sources in order that the county may benefit by 
the lowest price. Since the statute does not determine 
the manner of ascertaining these offers and bids, it 
rests with the sound discretion of the County Commis- 
sioners as to whether the bids will be in writing and the 
form which they will take. In cases where competitive 
bidding cannot fulfill its purpose, it may be waived by 
unanimous vote of the County Commissioners fully re- 
corded in their offices, together with a statement of the 
reasons therefor, which are open to De inspection at 
all reasonable hours.” 

There is no question therefore as to the application of 
this law.to all County purchases of equipment or ma- 
terials exceeding fifty dollars in amount. 

Although not mandatory it would seem as though a 
more effective system could be set up if all purchasing 
was done by the County Commissioners and all requests 
for bids would in that case be sent out from the Com- 
missioners’ office. Suggested forms for this purpose 
will be furnished by this Division. It is also important 
that a record of all bids received and awards made be 
kept. 

Budget 

In the Budget for 1941 an appropriation was made 
for “Miscellaneous” in the amount of 43,000.00.  Actn- 
ally the greater part of this appropriation was expended 
for “Insurance”. It is suggested ‘therefore, that in the 
preparation of the next Budget “Insurance” be carried 
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as a separate account, thereby eliminating the necessity 
of a large “Miscellaneous” appropriation. 

It is also recommended that a specific appropriation be 
made for “Welfare Administration Expense” and that 
the proper expenditures be charged to this account, 
rather than to “County Officers’ Iixpenses” as is now 
the case. 

Relief Orders 

Some laxity was noted in the matter of obtaining the 
signature of relief recipients for goods and materials re- 
ceived by them. Such acknowledgement should be re- 
quired in every case on the regular relief order form is- 
sued by the Commissioners. 

ACCOUNTING PROCEDURE 
Breakdown of ‘Poor Off Farm” 

The County Treasurer’s Cash Book provides columns 
under the heading of ‘Poor Off Farm” for “Rochester”, 
“Somersworth”, “Dover” and “Other Towns”. The 
bookkeeper usually indicates the name of the town in 
column headed “Particulars”, but does not always do 
this. Consequently, it is somewhat difficult to obtain 
accurate statistical information on County relief ex- 
penditures by town. This situation can be corrected by 
giving more attention to detail when posting items. 

Recording Bank Deposits in Cash Book 

Entries in the column headed “Bank Deposits” should 
be made directly from bank deposit tickets or duplicate 
copies thereof. At present the receipt totals are simply 
transferred from the “Total Receipts” column to the 
“Bank Deposits” column. 

General ; 

The accounts and records of all County officials which 
were examined were found in good condition and the 
accounting procedure, with certain exceptions as_ here- 
in noted, conformed to the standard procedure pre- 
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scribed by this Division. All records were complete 
and accurate. , 

Section 31 of Chapter 211, Laws of 1939, provides 
that: 

“Upon the completion of each audit, as herein pro- 
vided, a report thereof shall be made to the proper local 
officials, and a copy of such report or a summary of its 
essential features shall be published in the next annual 
report of the county, city, town, school district, village 
district, or precinct concerned.” 

In accordance with the provisions of this law, there- 
fore, the text of this report and essential Schedules 
should be printed in the next annual County report. 

We wish to express our appreciation and thanks to 
the County officials and their office staff for the assist- 
ance rendered while we were engaged in this audit.

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COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 





To the Citizens of Strafford County: 

In accordance with the Public Statutes of New Hamp- 
shire the Commissioners of Strafford County herewith 
submit the annual reports of the County Commissioners, 
County Treasurer, Clerk of Superior Court, Sheriff, 
Solicitor, Superintendent of the County Home and 
House of Correction, farm Physician, farm Chaplain 
and Auditors for the year ending December 31, 1942. 

In our County report of 1941, we called attention to 
the fact that Strafford County had a net debt of 
4110,379.05 as of December 51, 1936 and that it had been 
reduced to only $19,099.80 as of December 31, 1941. 

We are now glad to report that we have not only been 
able to meet this obligation in full but have a very sub- 
stantial balance on hand as of December 31, 1942, and 
would call your attention to the Treasurer’s report 
found elsewhere in this book. 

We feel that much of the credit for our financial show- 
ing is due to our County Delegation who worked with 
us on the 1941 and 1942 budget. Their splendid cooper- 
ation, together with the later demand for labor coupled 
with the adoption of the Federal Food Stamp Plan, 
thereby giving our relief cases a 50% greater buying 
power with practically no additional cost to the County 
made it possible for us to make this showing. We are 
sorry to learn that the Federal Food Stamp Plan which, 
in our opinion, was a constructive system is to be dis- 
continued as of March 1, 1943. 

As could be expected, no item in the County budget 
has suffered so much from general conditions as the 
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County Home, not only the increased cost of labor but 
practically everything that goes into the operation of 
an Institution of this kind. This has developed a prob- 
lem which made it next to impossible to keep within the 
appropriation for this item. At this time, we wish to 
express our appreciation to Mr. and Mrs. Watson, our 
Superintendent and Matron, Dr. J. H. Richard and his 
staff, the Chaplain, and all others connected with the 
Home for their conscientious and _ faithful services. 
We cannot forget the Churches, and other organizations 
which have visited the Home at Christmas and other 
times during the past year bringing cheer and comfort 
to so many. This is a service that money cannot buy. 

Your Commissioners feel that they voice the senti- 
ment of many of the people of Strafford County when we 
Say we were sorry last fall to learn that former Mayor 
Charles H. Felker had decided not to be a candidate for 
reelection as County Treasurer. While our Office will 
miss Mr. Felker, we feel grateful to the people of Straf- 
ford County who have chosen another young man in the 
person of Charles W. Jackson of Rochester, who with his 
good reputation and banking experience will no doubt 
be a credit to the office. 

We wish to express our appreciation to the State 
Board of Public Welfare, the Overseers of the Poor, all 
city and town officials and many others who have given 
us their cooperation and assistance in the past year.

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TREASURER’S REPORT 





It is a real pleasure to be able to report that the ac- 
counts of the County of Strafford for 1942 show a_ sur- 
plus at the year’s end for the first time in many years. 
On December 31, 1941, the net debt of the, County was 
$19,109.30 and on. December 31, 1942, the net surplus 
amounted to $54,832.85, a net gain for the year of 
$73,942.15. The net unexpended balance of 1942 budget 
appropriations amounted to 452,680.87, 

I feel that the County Commissioners and other coun- 
ty officials deserve much credit for their economical ex- 
penditure of County funds and for their efforts in secur- 
ing reimbursements of $4,572.64 of aid previously given. 
It is obvious that a considerably larger sum than neces- 
sary has been raised by the County Tax of 1942, but this 
is evidence of the difficulty of forecasting expenditures 
over a two-year period. Budgetary needs are apt to be 
estimated on the basis of the previous year’s experience. 

While Strafford County now enjoys a net surplus of 
454,832.85 there are still $21,000.00 of 4% bonds out- 
standing which will not be completely paid off until 
1945, since they were originally issued without any 
provision for calling before maturity. 

The possession of a cash balance of 472,882.85 poses 
the question of its utilization to the incoming County 
Delegation. Is it advisable to dissipate this large cash 
balance through the regular county expenditures of the 
next two years, thereby artificially securing a large re- 
duction in the amount of county tax to be levied for 
those two years? Might it not be wise to anticipate 
some of the County’s eventual capital needs for replace- 
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ment of buildings by setting up a_ Building Reserve 
Fund with the whole or a part of this large balance? 
The money could be invested in War Bonds or otherwise 
at the direction of the Delegation for a definite term of 
years. Certainly the possession of such a Reserve Fund 
would make it easier to finance the replacement of obso- 
lete buildings which must eventually be replaced or 
renovated. The problem of allocating this large sur- 
plus merits serious consideration with proper fore- 
thought for the financial problems of the future. 

During the past year the Division of Municipal Ac- 
counting of the State Tax Commission made a thorough 
audit of Strafford County’s books, the report of which is 
available to the public. This audit was instituted un- 
der the provisions of Chapter 209 of the Laws of 1941 
which makes such an audit mandatory once every two 
years. Few changes in our methods of accounting were 
recommended by the auditors, because for some years 
past we have tried to follow the accounting procedures 
recommended by the State Tax Commission which have 
proved very satisfactory. 

At the end of six pleasant years as Treasurer of Straf- 
ford County, I wish to acknowledge with sincere thanks 
the generous cooperation of county, town and city offi- 
cials who have been most kind in helping me to serve the 
public in this capacity, and in excusing such mistakes 
as I may have made. ‘The work of the position has been 
made much lighter by the competent assistance of Miss 
Carrier and Miss Brochu.

We gratefully acknowledge all voluntary services 
from the many surrounding churches, especially in 
music. 

The Chaplain and his wife have done some ealling 
through the Home. There have been some special ser- 
vices held by the Chaplain and his wife and. also from 
other groups. 

The Pastors of different faiths have responded will- 
ingly in cases of sickness and special need. There have 
been “Blackouts” in our land, but we hope and_ pray 
there may lie none in religion. 

May we all unite to pray for peace—like the peace the 
Shepherds sang about on the Judean hills so long ago, 
“Peace on earth, good will to men.” 
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We are glad to note that the people of the Home are 
receiving the best of care. 

In closing, we wish to thank the Superintendent and 
Mrs. Watson, the members of the staff as well as the 
faithful commissioners for their splendid cooperation.

There were 5 cases of pregnancy. 

Eighteen deaths occurred during the year of 1942: 4 
from heart diseases; 8 from cerebral hemorrhage; 2 froni 
cancer; 2 from tuberculosis: 1 from gangrene and 1 from 
pneumonia. 

Seven patients, mostly boarders, were committed to 
the N. H. State Hospital.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
AND MATRON OF THE COUNTY 
FARM, 1942 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners : 
Gentlemen : 


We herewith submit our annual report of the Straf- 
ford County Farm for the year 1942. 

This brings to a close our first full year as heads of 
this institution, a vear that has brought many changes in 
the living conditions of the entire country, and which 
have necessitated many changes in our methods of man- 
agement. 

As we came along through the year it became appar- 
ent that in so far as possible it would be necessary to 
make the farm as nearly self sufficient as possible. 

To this end we have started looking ahead to our meat 
supply, first by raising all our bull calves and secondly 
with your co-operation we were able to purchase a 
foundation herd of purebred Devon cattle. 

At the time this may have seemed to many as a foolish 
move but we have always had a surplus of dairy prod- 
ucts and a shortage of meat. 

Conditions arising since last spring have shown the 
wisdom of this move and as time goes on will prove still 
more favorable. Already this stock has nearly doubled 
in value. 

The farm here is one of the finest in the state and can 
easily carry a much larger stock than we now have so 
there is no question as to our ability to carry a_ beef 
herd in addition to our dairy herd. 
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In the purchase of supplies we have tried to be fore- 
handed and anticipate our needs; for example, we have 
such items as blankets, clothing, disinfectants, floor wax 
and soap for some time to come. 


On January first we had on hand approximately three 
hundred tons of coal; this represents quite an invest- 
ment but also means adequate insurance against short- 
ages during the winter. 


In line with government requests to raise more food 
a larger acreage of sweet corn was planted for the can- 
ning factory, which not only provided more food but re- 
turned a net income to the farm of some over seven 
hundred dollars after paying for seed and forty cases of 
corn for our own use. 


Some changes have been made in the personnel and we 
have added a trained nurse to the staff. This was done 
on the recommendation of Dr. Richard, and has proven 
to be a very good investment. 


We feel the farm is very fortunate in haying such a 
conscientious doctor as is Dr. Richard, and we wish to 
thank him for his efforts this past year.. 


The expense of running the farm due to increased 
prices for labor and supplies has been unavoidable and 
could not be foreseen when the budget was made but 
these costs have not been too extreme. 

Our chaplain, Rey. E. Lincoln Bigelow, and his wife 
have brought much cheer and comfort especially to those 
unable to be out of their rooms. E 

The Catholic Clergy have been most cooperative in 
their efforts to minister to the spiritual needs of our 
population. 

We also wish to thank those fraternal, religious and 
social groups that have done so much to bring cheer to 
the Home. Their visits are looked forward to and talked 
about for a long time afterwards. 
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There are some changes in the plant, which we will 
recommend later, that we think would make for economy 
and convenience. 

Taken as a whole it has been a very pleasant year and 
we believe we will be able to maintain our present stand- 
ards whatever conditions may arise. 

We especially wish to thank you Commissioners for 
your cooperation and support, and pledge our every ef- 
fort to maintaining the best possible conditions through- 
out the coming year.
